mortal glcry to America, who fought 
with disinterestedness and did not abuse 
liar superiority. 


"Then, he said, our lellow-citizan 


was happy and gloiious and had the 
honor to be counted amongst the first 
| heroes of this imposing historial trag 
cdy, which Ii9nor is reflected to his 
own birthplace." 


Afterwards, in an orignal manner, 


which tho orator has in all his speeches, 
he read soino articles from the Greek 
newspaper Atlautis and the New York 
Herald, describing the naval battle of 
Garden* and mentioning by name onr 
fellow-citizen with praise for his cour- 
age; then, he made the panegric of the 
hero and he finished tip by expressions 
of sympathy for his end, far from his 
parents, in tbe flower of hia youth.

Look at him a^ he stands, lock-string 


in hand, behind his sun, his legs wide 
aparr as he balance:; himst-lf on the 
unsteady deck, his eyes fixed on the 
siglas of In-* jraa and on the enemy, 
whom he sees through the narrow 
aperture of the gunport. He knows 
that his sun is all riidit, and the powd- 
er and the shell and the fuse, and that, 
years ago, the necessary st?ps were 
taken which placed this terrible wea- 
pon in his hand to-day, so fashioned 
that if he fires it right the shot will 
hir the mark. But the rolling of the 
ship from side to side throws the line 
of his gnnsigbts high up against the 
sky, and then down into the sea; and, 
as no ship steers exactly straight the 
line of sight mores irregularly to the 
right and left; so that his sights ap- 
pear to be describing irregular curves, 
now against the background of the 
sky, and now agaicst the background 
of the sea. An average roll may be 
said to be about seven degrees on each 
side, or fourteen degrees from one side 
to the other. The average time of 
making this roll is about seven sec- 
onds, making the line of rolling one 
degree about half a second. 


Suppose now that Tom Bowling is 


firing at an average ship, say twenty 
feet high, about twenty-five hundred 
yards away. If he feres at the middle 
of the target, ns he should do. this 
gives him a margin on each side of 
ten feet, v,rhif-h subteufls an angle at 
Tom Bowling's eye of about one- 
twelftli of a degree; so that Bowling 
must appreciate tho fact that his sights 
are "on," and do everything required 
to fire the gun in one-twenty-fourth of 
a second,, or else he will miss the tar- 
get. Xow, no man living can be de- 
pended on for siicli rapid thought and 
nerve-action, even under the best con- 
ditions of quiet and calmness; that is, 
he cannot be defended on to do it 
every time. 


Much can be done by a good gun- 


captain, however, by watching fo^ a 
siQOoth time, and firing a little before 
the sights bear. Xo one knows this 
better than Tom Bowling. So he 
-braces his feet on the. unsteady deck, 
every ntjrve stretched to its utmost 
tension. He sees that the gun is point- 
ing a little to the right of the enemy's 
ship. "Lertl" he orders and the gun- 
trainers work their training-levers, or 
if in a turret, start the turning engine 
so as to turn the gun to the left. 
Meanwhile, as the line of sight grad- 
ually is approaching the target from 
the right, it is also rising and falling 
with the rolling of the ship. Tom 
Bowling sees that, the next time the 
sights rise to tae level of the target, 
the trainers will have got the gun 
trained in the proper direction. He 
braces himself for a quick pull of his 
lock-string; and then a wave strikes 
the ship on the starboard bow, or the 
helm is shifted a little, and away coes 
the line of sight far off to the left. 
before the sights get up. "llightl" 
orders Bowling instantly; and the guii- 
trainers work the gun back to the right 
quickly, but cautiously, for much de-

"Left!" etc.. come the orders 
in quick succession, as 'Com Bowling 
and his trainers work the gun.

A MEMORABLE MARCH. 


ihe Road and War Became a 


Stern Reality. 


The Awful Katn of Ballet* Krom a Span- 


i*b Stone Fort—Klver* of Lc»d Ko»»»C 
in Each Direction—Cannon Found th» 
Range and Structure Was Oalckly 
moltened. 
Lieut. William Wallace of the Sev- 
nth United States Infantry, a nephew 
yt Gen. Lew Wallace of "Ben Hur" 
'anie, tells of his experience in the 
trenches of Santiago de Cuba as fol- 
ows: 


At 4 a. m. June 21 we moved for- 


ward and marched about six miles 
jver the worst road imaginable. All 
he roads here are of the same char- 
acter, and were originally foot and 
mule paths, but centuries of rain has 
made them deep gullies scarcely wide 
snough for one man and his pack to 
march in. We reached a beautiful co- 
oanut grove about 8 in the morning. 
3veryone was nearly exhausted by 
hat time. There were no horses or 
mules yet and I saw a general carrying 
a pack. I believe it was the intention 
jo camp here during the day, but the 
Spaniards thought differently. 
"The rough riders (riders by courtesy 
nly, since all were afoot) were exceed- 
ngly anxious to get into Santiago first. 
They thought they could simply walk 
over every Spaniard in sight and get 
nto the town that night. The army 
needed an advance guard, so they, sup- 
ported by the First and Ninth cavalry, 
were detailed as such. 


"We had not been in camp more than 


half an hour when furious firing was 
icard far to the front. The Seventh, 
which throughout was at tbe head of 
he column was hurried forward, fol- 
owed by the rest of the brigade—the 
Twelfth and Seventeenth infantry. 


"No one who made that inarch will 


ever forget it. Exhausted to start 
with, the men soon began to lighten 
themselves of their packs. The road 
was simply lined with packs, blankets 
and haversacks. 
You could have 


walked afterward all the way on gov- 
irnment blankets. Hour after hour we 
kept it up and at 2 o'clock we came to 
a halt where the morning firing had 
taken place. The firing, however, had 
ceased. 


"The rough riders with our cavalry 


had driven the enemy back. The ap- 
pearance of the infantry caused them 
to further retire. Why, I do not know, 
for 300 of our men could have held 
such a position for a week, perhaps a 
month. It was here we saw the first 
evidences of war. Our dead soldiers 
lined the road, and the wounded were 
being taken to the hospitals a little in 
the rear. I can never forget the sight, 
and from that moment the picnic part 
of the war ended for us. War became 
a stern reality at the sight of those 
dead soldiers. 
• 


An hour's rest here nnd again we arc 


pushed to a better position. Another 
rest and again on until finally at 7 
o'clock we went into *camp for the 
night. On June 2.~>, 26, 27, 28 and 29 
we moved about, but never far. We 
did ordinary patrol duty and covered 
the assembly of troops iu the rear. 
June 30. at 4 p. m., the brigade was 
formed, and in a ponriug rain we set 
out. But where to was a mystery. By 
9 that evening we had marched 
around to the north side of the city, 
about three miles east of El Caney. 


'•At daylight, July 1, we were ord- 


ered forward without breakfast, to- 
ward Caney. At 7 some firing was 
heard in the front and the march was 
hastened. 


"The worst of it all was, that no one 


seemed to know where the fire was 
coming from. There was, as I after- 
ward saw, a stone fort on the left and 
a blockhouse to the right. The bullets 
were coming thicker and thicker. 
Death was nil around. 


''The order finally came to advance. 


The company crossed a bullet-show- 
ered field in good order. I never ex- 
pected to get across alive. Very soon 
the companies were all behind the crest 
commanding the town. The fun began 
when all the companies commenced to 
fire into the town. It was rivers of 
lead flowing each way. The fusilade 
was awful, yet to rise so much as to 
your knees was certain death. Finally, 
after a whole day of useless firing, the 
cannon got the range of the stone fort 
and silenced it. This was the key to 
the Spanish position, and after it« fall 
the firing gre\v less heavy. At 4 
o'clock the Spanish firing ceased alto- 
gether, and a little later we were with- 
drawn."

After his arrest he sent 
for the surgeon of the regiment and 
the captain of his company, and, aftei 
they had inspected him, both declared 
that they could detect no signs of 
liquor on the accused man. Tbe case, 
or course, was a difficult one to decide. 
On the one baud the non-com, of the 
guard swore positively that the man 
was drunk, and on the other hand I 
had the evidence of two officers, one 
of whom, the doctor at least, was en- 
titled to respectful consideration as a 
medical expert. After having heard 
the evidence of tbe two officers I called 
upon the non-com., a typical son of the 
Emerald Isle, (for his evidence. 
" 'Sergeant,' was this man drunk 
when be cauie off pass?' 


"True to tne traditions of his race, 


he replied. 
" 'Well, sir, he had been drinking.' 
" 'That is not'the question; I asked 


you if he was drunk.' 
" 'He had taken liquor, sir.' 
" 'That won't do; was he drunk? 


Give me a straight answer,'. 


"The man hummed and scratched his 


head as if for inspiration, and finally, 
Qnding it, drawled out, while a number 
of officers listened anxiously for' tne 
answer: 
" 'Well, sir, he was not to say rig- 


mintally drunk." 


"As soon as I was abje to control 


my countenance and my risible facul- 
ties, I asked: 


'• 'What do you mean by "regiment- 
ally drunk?" 


'• 'If a man can pa>s the guard with- 


out falling down, and only staggers, 
we would not call him riginintally 
drunk, but he ought to be taken in all 
the same.' 
" Amid a roar of laughter, I discharg- 


ed the man, at the same time warning 
the over-zealous non-com, to be sure 
that a man was "ngmintally drunk" 
before confining him, and ever after 
that when one of the command had

THE 
TREATY SIGNED AT 


MADRID. 


The war between the United States 


and Spain is at an end. This had 
not been an accomplished fact until 
Friday, when the queen regent at 
Madrid affixed her signature to the 
treaty of peace drawn at Paris and al- 
ready signed by the president of the 
United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate. There re- 
mains only the formal exchange of these 
ratifications to make possible the res- 
toration of diplomatic relations between 
this country and Spain and the legal 
end of hostilities which have been act- 
ually suspended since the protocol fol- 
lowing the destruction of Cervera's fleet 
and the surrender of Santiago de Cuba. 


Peace with victory and with honor is 


thus achieved. There has been needless 
apprehension lest the overthrow of the 
Sagasta ministry, the substitution of 
Sflvela as the Spanish premier and the 
dissolution of the cortes should prevent 
the ratification at Madrid of the Paris 
treaty that had been accepted at Wash- j 
ington.

Aiuesbury, Mass., March 19.— No one 


has yet been able to find the cause of the 
$200,000 fire which visited here early Sat- 
urday morning and swept away several 
of the finest buUdings in the town 


The fire was confined to the very busi- 


ness center, and it was so complete 
and so fierce that it swept both sides ol 
the street for some distance with relent- 
less fury. 


Two' brick blocks, three wooden ones 


of about three stories each, and the 
Episcopal church are included in the 
loss. Nothing is left of value in that 
section where the flre raged* for com- 
plete ruin is on every side. 


The fire started In the opera house 


block, a five-story t>rick building on 
Main street. The ground floor is divided 
into four stores, the Opera house being 
on the second floor. It was discovered 
at 2.15 a. ra. by Officers Ives ajid Rowell, 
{who were standing at the corner ol 
Main and Friend streets, a short distance 
^.way. Ives patrols that particular beat, 
and he had passed by the opera house 
but a few minutes before, and said there 
was not the least sign of fire or smoke art 
that time. .

said the officer, "and I thought I eaw 
some mi,at or smoke.

Neither of the officers could see any 


blaze, but while they were searching a 
heavy explosion occurred, and sheets 
of flame burst through the front of the 
structure. The front wall, weakened by 
'tihe force of the explosion, fell a mo- 
ment later, filling the street with debris, 
and giving free vent to the flames. 


The policemen were not hurt by the 


explosion, but Patrolman Ives, as he 
ran through the alley, was struck by 
falling of bricks and somewhat bruised. 


An alarm was sounded at 2.22, and the 


whole fire department responded. The 
sound of the explosion had awakened 
the neighborhood, and the streets were 
soon thronged with crowds of excited 
spectators.

Some of the citizens joined the fire- 


men in their effort to save property, but 
owing to thfe heat and fury of the flames 
but li'ttle could be done in the way of re- 
moving goods from the stores and offices 
in the building. 


Soon it became apparent that the-Iocal 


and volunteer force couid not hope to 
make a successful battle. The firemen 
found themselves badly handicapped by 
bursting hose and the low pressure of 
water in hydrants. 


At 2.30 a call for assistance was sent 


to Newburyjjort, six miles away, and in 
25 minutes an engine and hose wagon had 
reached the scene. 


Meanwhile the flames had gained com- 


plete sway in the Bahan block and the 
structure, although built of brick, was 
ssoon destroyed. 


At 3.45 the flames Reaped across the 


street to, the Rand-Adajns block, in spite 
of the work of the firemen, who battled 
with the heat and the wreckage from 
the opera house walL 


The buildings burijed were the Opera 


house block, Bahan's, Rand-Adams, and 
Bartlett & Ba-gley blocks and St. James.' 
Episcopal church. An unoccupied ten- 
ement house in the rear of the Bartlett 
and Bagley block a-lso was badly dam- 
aged. 


The Opera house and Bahan's were 


the two finest brick business block in 
the town They were each five stories 
high. 


The Rand-Adams building was of 


wood, four stories in height, and stood 
across the street from the Opera house. 
These three were destroyed,, and- the 
tenants, business firms, lawyers, doctors 
and lodgers lost nearly everything. 


The Bartlett & Bagley block, also of 


four stories, and of wood, adjoined Ba- 
han's. Its inside was burned out com- 
pletely and it was almost a complete 
wreck.

Many Bodies Still in the Ruins—Death 


List Is Most Ominous. 


New York, March 19-—The Windsor 


hotel, for nearly 30 years one of the 
most famous hotels in this country, if 
not in the -world, was destroyed by fire 
Friday afternoon. Many persons were 
burned to death, and more than half a 
hundred were injured. There is an omin- 
ous list of missing. Eleven bodies have 
been found and identified. All but one 
were of women who had leaped from the 
windows of the hotel or had fallen. Mrs. 
Warren F. Leland and her daughter are 
two of these. The others, with one ex- 
ception, were guests at the hotel. 


Of the 47 who are known to have been 


injured and whose names the police 
have, more than half the number are 
guests, the others are or \ve»^»ervams 
In the house. Many persons ir.*red were 
cared for by friends, and their names at 
this time are not known. There were res- 
cues by the score, some of them the most 
thrilling imaginable. 


Among the rescued were Mrs. Abnet 


MoKinley, wife of the brother of the 
president, her daughter Mabel and Miss 
H>len McKlnley, the sister of the presi- 
dent. 


The McKlnleys were living at the ho- 


tel. 
The fire occurred in the middle of 


the day, in what was, for tho tim« being, 
the moat crowded part of the city, for 
Fifth a\«>nue was jammed with sight- 
seers from curb-line to house-line and 
from curb to curb with St. Patrick's day 
paraders. To this fact is due, perhaps, 
some of the lo*« of life and a good deal 
of the serious injury to person, for the 
crowd interfered with the police and 
firemen; 
but so suddenly did th* nre 


ntart and so quickly did It sweep through 
the big hotel, from floor to lloor, from 
street lo roof, from side to side, that If 
th»>rc had boon no crowd and nothing to 
hnnn>'T th«> work of tlio flr^nn-n, tlWc 


would still have b«N>n many 
apd fatalities.

With such awful rapidity did 
the flames spread, people no higher up in 
the building than the floor above the 
street had to fly for their lives. 


There is no complete aad satisfactory 


list of the missing. That there are many 
todies in the ruins is almost certain. The 
latest estimate of dead. Injured and miss- 
ing reaches a total of 102. divided in this 
way. Dead. 16: injured, 47; missing, 41.

Even with a. foot 
cut off by a jagged piece of shell a 
horse will not drop. It is only when 
shot through the head or heart that he 
comes' down.

wounded, but he hobbles out of the 
fight to right or left and stands with 
drooping head until loss of blood 
brings him down. 


The horse that loses his rider and 


is unwounded himself will continue to 
run with his set of fours until some 
movement throws him out. Then he 
goes galloping here and there, neigh- 
ing with fear and alarm, but he will 
not leave the field. In his racing 
about he may get among the dead and 
wounded, but he will dodge them if 
possible, and in any case leap over 
them. When he has come upon three 
or four other riderles*s steeds they "fall 
in" and keep together, as if for mutual 
protection, and tlie rally on the bugle 
may bring the whole of them into the 
ranks in a body. 


A horse which has passed through a- 


battle unwounded is fretful, sulky and 
nervous—the same as a man—for the 
next three or four days. His first bat- 
tle is always the making or unmaking 
of h'irn as a war horse. If tlie nervous 
te.ntion has been too great he will be- 
come "a bolter in the face-of danger, 
and thereby become \a danger in him- 
self. If the test has not been beyou'd 
him, he will £co into the next fight with 
head held high, and flecks of foam 
blowing from his mouth as he thun- 
ders over the earth.

l.a^g^e^t Silver 2Ui>c. 


The biggest silver producer in the 


world at present is the Broken Hill 
Proprietary Company in New South 
Wales. The output of that company's 
mines for the fiscal year ending on 
May 31, 1898, was 6,122,270 fine ounces 
of silver. The Anaconda Copper Min- 
ing Company in Montana came second, 
with a production of 5,074,036 ounces 
of silver. It is worth noting that in 
both of these mines the silver is pro- 
duced in connection with other metals 
—at Broken Hill with lead and at Ana- 
conda with copper. The latter is prin- 
cipally a copper mine, since the metal 
forms the greater part of the value of 
its ores. 


The Compania Huanchaca de Bolivia 


has had the operation of its mines seri- 
ously interfered with for the last two 
years by water and other mishaps. Its 
production in 1897 was 151,995 kilo- 
grams, or 4,8SG,673 ounces, of silver. 
This is not much more than one-half 
of the maximum output which was 
reached in 1893 and was 281,007 kilo- 
grams, or 9,034,385 ounces.

Orient said: 
"I will not try to tell you how many
